HELO RESPONSIBLE 


Railway mail clerks in Ohio 
and 
other states have §eceived the follow­ 
ing notice from the postoffice depart­ 
m ent 
“The 
num ber of 
cases 
reported 
lately w herein persons have been in 
jured while standing on depot plat­ 
forms by mail thrown from 
moving 
trains, renders it necessary to take 
some decisive 
action 
in conformity 
with the instructions in regard to de­ 
livering mails at catch stations 
“H ereafter every case wherein per­ 
sons 
are 
injured by mails thrown 
from trains will 
be rigidly investi­ 
gated. and the clerk who delivered 
the ikjUcIi held strictly resp o n sib le. 
‘T h e re 
should 
be a place iecig- 
nated at each station for the delivery 
of the mails, and the clerk charged 
with the responsibility of attending 
the door should see to it that the mail 
is delivered at that point and 
no­ 
where else. 
The usual excuse that 
the clerk did the best he could win nor 
be accepted in cases where the in­ 
structions are not complied with and 
persons thereby injured. 
"Several railroad companies 
have 
expressed the intention of taking legal 
means to have the *rierk responsible 
for the d&rnage joined with the 
com­ 
pany in all suits brought against the 
company by persons injured by care­ 
less delivery of m ail.”

was first in war, has always been first

com rades w hose hearts are always fill­ 
ed with joy and gladness when per­

plained by a substantial and undis­ 
puted growth in the principles^and pol­ 
icies for which I, with a multitude of 
others, have contended. As these prin­ 
ciples aud policies have given me what­ 
ever political strength I possess, the 
action of the convention not only re­ 
news my faith iu then», but strengthens 
my attachment to them 


A Platform Is Binding. 


I shall, in the near future, prepare a 
more formal reply to your notification, 
and, in that letter of acceptance, will 
deal with the platform in detail. 
It is 
sufficient, at this time, to assure you 
that I am iu hearty accord with both 
the letter and the spirit of the plat­ 
form. 
I eudorse it iu whole aud in 
part, and shall, if eleett*d, regard its 
declarations as binding upon me. And. 
I may add, a platform is binding as to 
what it omits as well us to what it 
contains. According to the democratic 
idea, the people think for themselves 
and select officials to carry out their 
wishes 
The voters are the sovereigns; 
the officials are the servants, employed 
for a fixed time and at a stated salary 
to do what the sovereigns want don«», 
and to do it iu the way the sovereigns 
waut it done. 
Platforms are entirely 
in harmony with this democratic idea. 
A platform annouuces the party's po­ 
sit i«)u on the questions which are at is­ 
sue; and an official is uol at liberty to 
use the authority vested in him to 
urge persoual views which have not 
been submitted to the voters for their 
approval. 
If one is nominated upon a 
platform which is not satisfactory t<> 
him, he must, if candid, either decline 
the nomination, or, in accepting it, pro­ 
pose an amended platform in lieu of 
the one adopted by the convention. No 
such situation, however, confronts your 
candidate, for the platform upon which 
I was nominated uol only contains 
nothing from which I dissent, but It 
specifically outlines all the remedial 
legislation which we can hope to se­ 
cure during the next four years. 


Republican Challenge Accepted. 


The distinguished statesman who re 
reived the Republican nomination for 
president 
said, 
in 
his 
notification 
speech; “The strength of the Republican 
cau.s«» iu the campaign at hand is the 
fact that we represent the policies •<»*- 
sential to the reform of known abuses, 
to the continuance of liberty aud true 
prosperity, and that wre are determined, 
as our platform unequivocally declares, 
to maintain them and carry them on." 
Iu the name of th«* Democratic party, 
I accept the challenge, and charge that 
the Republican parly is responsible for 
nil the abuses which now exist in the 
federal government, and that it. is im­ 
potent to accomplish the reforms which 
are imperatively needed. 
Further, I 
not concur in the statement that 
the Republican platform unequivocally 
declares for the reforms that are nec­ 
essary; ou the contrary, I affirm that it 
openly and notoriously disappoints the 
hopes and exp<*ctatious of reformers. 
Whether those reformers b«» Republic­ 
ans or Democrats. So far did the Re­ 
publican convention fall short of Its 
duty that the Republican candidate felt 
it necessary to add to his platform in 
several important particulars, thus re­ 
buking the leaders of the party, upon 
whose co-operation he must rely for 
the enactment of remedial legislation. 
As I shall, in separate speeches, dis 
cuss tin» leading questions at issue, I 
shall at this time confine myself to the 
paramount question, and to the far- 
reaching purpose of our party, us that 
purpose is set forth in the platform. 


Shalt the People Rule? 


Our platform declares that the over­ 
shadowing Issue which manifests Itself 
in all tli«* questions now under discus 
sion, is “Shall the people rule?” 
No 
matter which way we turn; no m atter 
to what sub.jivt we address ourselves, 
the same question confronts us: Shall 
the p«»ople control their own govern­ 
ment, and use that governm«»nt for the 
protection of their rights and for the 
promotion of their welfare? or shall 
tin» representatives of predatory wealth 
prey upon a defenseless public, while 
the offenders secure immunity from 
subservient officials whom they raise 
to power by unscrupulous methods? 
This is the issue raised by the “known 
abuses” to which Mr. Taft refers. 


President's 
Indictment 
Against

In a message sent to congress last 
January, 
President 
Roosevelt 
said; 
“The attacks by these great corpora­ 
tions ou the administration's actions 
have been given a wide circulation 
throughout the country, in the news­ 
papers aud otherwise, by thost; writers 
and speakers who, consciously or uu- 
cousclously, act as tlie representatives 
of predatory wealth -of the wealth ac- 
cumulated ou a giant scale by all forms 
of iniquity, ranging from the oppres 
sion of wage earners to unfair and un­ 
wholesome methods of crushing out 
competition, and to defrau«ling the 
public by stock jobbing and the manip­ 
ulation of securities. Certain wealthy 
men of this stamp, whose conduct 
should be abhorrent to every man of 
ordinarily de«*ont conscience, and who 
commit tli«' hideous wrong of teaching 
our young men that phenomenal busi­ 
ness success must ordinarily la* based 
on dishonesty, have, during the last 
few months, made it apparent that 
they have band«ni together to work for 
a 
reaction. 
Their endeavor is to 
overthrow and discredit all who hon­ 
estly administer tb«» law, to prevent 
any additional legislation which would 
check and restrain them, and to secure, 
if possible, a freedom from all re­ 
straint which will permit every un­ 
scrupulous wrong-docr to <J<> what he 
unchecked 
provided he has 
enough money"- What an arraignment 


declares that, during this time, some 
“prominent and influential memb«»rs 
of the community, spurred by financial 
Sueeess aud In their hurry for greater 
wealth, became unmindful of th<» com 
rnon rules of business honesty and 
fidelity, and of the limitations imposed 
by law upon their actions!" and that 
“the revelations of the breaches of 
trusts, the disclosures as to rebates 
and discriminations by railroads, the 
accumulating evidence of the viola 
tlons of the anti trust laws, by a mini 
fx>r of corporations, and the over-issue 
of stocks and bonds of Interstate r.iii- 
ronds for the unlawful enriching of dl 
rectors and for the purpose of eon«'on 
(rating the control of the railroads un 
der one management," all these, lie 
• barges, “quickened the conscience of 
the people and brought on a moral 
a wakening.” 
imring all tliits time, I la'g to remind 
you. Republican officials presided in the 
executive department, tilled th«» cab 
luet, dominated the senate, controlled 
the Itouse of representatives and <x*en- 
I»led most of the federal judgeships 
Four years ago the Republican plat­ 
form boastfully <leclare«l that since 
1 st;«> with the exception of two years 
th*» Republican party had b«*eu in eon 
trol of part or of all the branches <»f 
the federal government: that for two 
years only was the Democratic party In 
a position to either enact or repeal u 
law.

Th«» president's close friends have 
beeu promising for several years that 
he would attack th«* iuiqultit's of the 
tariff. 
\\ «* have had intimation that 
Mr. Taft was restive under th** de 
mands of tin* highly protected In­ 
dustries. 
And yet tin* influence of the 
manufacturers, who have tor twenty 
five years contributed to tin* Republican 
campaign fund, and who In return 
have framed tin* tariff s< h«*dul«*s, lias 
been sufficient to prevent tariff reform 
As tin* present campaign approached 
both the presideut and Mr. Taft «b* 
elared in favor of tariff revision, but 
set tin* date of revision afl«»r tin* cita­ 
tion. But the pressure brought to heat­ 
hy tin* protect**d interests has b«»«*n 
great enough to prevent any attempt at 
tariff reform before th«* «»lection; and 
the reduction promise«! after the cl«*«' 
tion is so hedge«! about with qualify 
ing phras«»s, that no ot»«* can «'slimat* 
with accuracy the sum total of tariff 
reform to be «*xfH*ct*»«l in case <»f Re 
publican sii«*cess. 
If the past can bt 
taken as a guide, the Republican party 
will b*> so obligat«»«l by campaign wn 
tributlvns fiotn tkc lienefictaries of pro 
tection, as to make that party power­ 
less to bring to the country uuy ma 
terial relief from the present tariff 
burdens. 


W h y No Anti-trust Legislation? 
A few years ago tli«* Republican l«*a«i- 
ers In the house of representatives 
w«*re coerced by public opinion into 
the support of an anti trust law which 
had th«* endorsement «*f the president, 
but th*» senat«* refused even to,con­ 
sider the measure, and since that time 
no effort has been made by th«» doml 
uaut party to secure remedial legislu 
tion upon this subject.
